The French Supplementary Demands. 


PABIS, Aug. 3.—The supplementary 


guarantees demanded by France from 
Siam, which include the temporary 
custody of j the river and port of Chan- 
tlbun, and that Slam shall not estab- 
lish military stations in certain named 
places near the Cambodian frontier, or 
within a certain distance of the Me- 
Kong river, were contained in a note 
issued by M. Develle Monday and made 
public yesterday. The text of the note 
i& as follows: 


PARIS, July 31. 


The delay of Siatn In accepting the ultimatum 


presented by tho French minister resident ttt 
Bangkok, has justified the government of the 
republic Imposing heavier conditions. Being 
tleslrouw, however, to give further proof of the 
sentiments of moderation by which she has 
been constantly actuated, France will content 
herself as tin Indispensable guarantee for the 
practical execution of tho clauses of the ulti- 
matum with occupying the river and port of 
Uhnntlbun until tut) complete evacuation of tho 
post established by thu Sliimese on the left 
bank of the Me-Kong river 


Further, for the purpose of guaranteeing a 


continuance of the ifood relations happily re- 
established between Prance and Siam, and for 
preventing a conflict In the region of the Lake 
Toulesali, Slam will undertake to maintain uo 
military forces in nattambiiiig und Stemreuf 
and In the locality situated within a radius of 
tweuty-flvo kilometers of the Me-Kong river, 
starting Irom tho Cambodia frontier. Slam 
will only maintain tho police force necessary 
to preserve order 
Moreover Slam will not 


maintain war ships or armed boats on the 
waters of the groat lake or the Me-Kong river

THE ATTACK ON MISS MISI/TON. 


Notwltbetandin? Turkish Apologies th« 


State Department May D«- 


mand Radrees. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. a.— Reports con- 


cerning1 the murderous attack on Miss 
Annie Melton, of Hardolph, la., a 
Presbyterian missionary in Turkey, 
have been received at the state depart- 
ment from the board of foreign mis- 
sions of the Presbyterian church, but 
owing to the fact that apologies have 
'been offered and accepted by Miss Mel- 
ton, and that the Turkish government 
is doing all it can to bring- the guilty 
parties to justice, the state department 
will probably not take cognizance of 
the demands of the board unless the 
sultan's officers fail to keep good their 
promises. 


It is claimed by the board that the 


outrage was committed by, soldiers 
from Amadia, with the connivance of 
the Turkish government, and if the in- 
vestigation now being1 conducted shows 
this to be true, it is likely that the 
United States minister at Constan- 
tinople will be instructed to see that 
full justice is mctcd out to the offend- 
ers, and perhaps to demand pecuniary 
redress for Miss Melton. 


The outrage occurred early in June. 


Miss Melton traveled from Mosul, in 
West Persia, to Amadia, in Turkey, in 
company with Rev. E. W. McDowell 
and his family, and then proceeded to 
Duree, a mountain village not far 
away, escorted by a native preacher 
and a servant. She pitched her tent 
on the roof of a house, and in the mid- 
dle of the night was attacked by a man 
armed with a heavy stick. She was 
badlv beaten, but finally managed to 
escape in the darkness.

tional Convention. 


THE LARGEST MEETING EVER HELD. 


Many Crowded Out for Want of Room 


—Opened by Chairman Warner— 


Welcomed by Mayor Harrison 


—Thurman for President. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 3.—The National con- 


vention of the'American Bimetallic 
League met in this city at 10 o'clock yes- 
terday morning, and the attendance 
was larger than that of any previous 
assembly of like kind in the history of 
financial agitation. The array of dele- 
gates assembled over-crowded the First 
Methodist church auditorium an hour 
before the meeting1 was called to or- 
der, and it was early apparent a large 
number would have to be excluded. 


When Chairman Warner called the 


convention to order scores of delegates 
were obliged to stand in the aisles. In 
a few opening1 words Chairman Warner 
introduced Mayor Harrison of Chicago, 
who welcomed the delegates. Among 
other things he said: 


"They say" that those who believe in 


silver bimetalism are crazy. If the act 
of 1873 could be blotted from the an- 
nals of American political action I be- 
lieve silver would bo worth 139 cents 
an ounce. [Applause.] Be wise in 
your deliberations, but be fearless. 


"Congress is about to meet. Give the 


benefit of your deliberations to con- 
gress and tell Grover Cleveland what 
the people want." [Great applause.] 


Hon. 
Thos. M. Patterson, in respond- 


ing to Mayor Harrison's address, said: 


"When they tell me Chicago is a 


gold-bug city, and I look behind mo 
and see as its mayor ont! of the mosfc 
distinguished ehampionsof bimetallism 
in the country, I can only say thosd 
who say it mistake the bankers and 
brokers of Chicago for the masses oJ 
the people—a mistake often made.'* 
[Applause.] 


Chairman* A. J. Warner of the Bi' 


metallic league now delivered his open' 
ing address. 


After Mr. Warner had concluded the 


convention proceeded to the appoint' 
ment of committees. A committee on 
credentials was appointed, consisting 
of oa£ member from each state. 


On motion of ex-Congressman Symes, 


of Colorado, the chairman was author1 
ized to appoint a. committee of five on 
permanent organization. 
As this com* 


mittee the chairman named Symes, 
Reagan, of Texas, Stark, of Ohio, 
Wasliburn, of Massachusetts, and Ful* 
linwider, of Illinois. 
|? A committee consisting of one dele* 
gate from each state was authorized td 
be appointed on rules and -order ol 
business, this appointment to be by 
the various state and territorial dele- 
gations. 


The committee on permanent organ- 


ization was also authorized to select a 
larger hall in which to hold the ses- 
sions of the convention. 


The convention then adjourned till 


8.30 p. m. 


On reassembling the committee on 


permanent organization reported, rec- 
ommending Hon. Allen W. Thurman, 
of Ohio, son of the "Old Roman," a^ 
permanent chairman of the convention. 
The report was ratified by a unanb- 
moua vote, and Chairman Thurman, be- 
ing introduced by ttie retiring chair- 
man, 
was received with great applause 


and made a short speech.

Major J. G. Badehhansen hai received 


word of the death of John Stephsnson, 
the oar builder, at bis horns in New 
York. Mr. Stephenson was Mr. Baden- 
bansen's friend and counsellor in his 
younger days and it was in his employ 
that he remained until tbe breaking ont 
of the war. When Mr. Badenhanssn 
enlisted in tLe 176th New York Infantry 
Mr. Stephenson presented the Major 
with bis uniform and outfit. The fol- 
lowing in reference to the death of Mr. 
Stephenson is clipped from an exchange: 


NEW YOBK, July 31 .—John Stephenson, 


the car-builder, died at bis home on the 
Boston Post Good, New Roohelle, at G 
o'clock this afternoon. He had been un- 
conscious oil day, but it was not thonght 
there was cause for immediate alarm. 
Mr. Stephenson's illness wss due to a 
general breaking down of the system. 
Three years ago he was taken danger- 
ously ill with a complication of pneumo- 
nia and enp. His strong constitution 
enabled him to survive the attack, bnt he 
bad been very weak ever since. Dp to 
lost Thursday, when he had to go to bed, 
he attended regularly to his duties in 
the company of which he was president. 


Mr. Stepheneon was born on July 9 


1809, of English and Scotch parentage, 
near Armagh, Ireisnd. With bis parents 
he came to New York in 1811 and lived 
here until his death. He was educated 
at the Wesleyan Seminary in this oity. 
His mechanical turn of mind finally in- 
duced his father to apprentice him, at the 
age of 17, to a aoaohmaker. At 667 Broad- 
way, May 1,1831, Mr. Stephenson began 
business on his own acconn'. 
Then be 


designed the first vehicle known in New 
York as an "omnibus," which was quickly 
followed by the "Minerva," the "Mentor," 
the "For-get-me-not" and others. 
The 


New York and Harlem Railroad, which 
was chartered April 25, 1831, the first 
of street railroads, arranged with Mr. 
Stephenson to construct a car of entirely 
original design. 
Tbe Stephenson oar, 


"John Mason," named after the presi- 
dent of the road, bus become historical 
as the first street car ever used. On Nov. 
26, 1832, tbe road was opened from 
Prince street to Fourteenth street. On 
its first trip the car carried the mayor 
Bed common council ot tbe oity. 
Mr. 


Stepheneon received a patent on the car, 
now in possession oC his family, signed 
b> Andrew Jackson, President ot the 
United States, and by members of bis 
cabinet. Street railroads are essentially 
American, and Stopheoeon's early ones 
carried his name to every civilized land. 
Mr Stephenson belonged to the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Obnrob, as did his par- 
ents He was a member of the Harmo- 
nic Society, and for forty years was a 
choir leader.
